Two men, both of whom are vet­ 
erans of Pacific fighting In World 
W ar II. and battles with m alaria 
contracted during their service, m et 
Monday afternoon near Gettysburg 
m uch to tile advantage of one of 
them. 
One of the men, John Costa, of 
St. Louis, was on his way to Balti­ 
more when a recurring attack of 
m alaria struck him. He drove into 
a service station near town and col­ 
lapsed. Sick and shaken 
with 
fever of 106, he lay near the station 
and begged for water. An attendant 
at the station called the local bos 
pital and Pvt. Charles Downey, of 
the local sub-station of the state 
police drove the ambulance to the 
scene. 
Downey, who was recently tran s­ 
ferred 
to 
the 
local 
station, 
is 
another World War II veteran who 
fought in the Pacific and who suf­ 
fered badly from m alaria mid still 
carries atabrine for recurrences of 
the disease. 
He found Costa in a dry sweat, 
begging for water. Downey gave him 
w ater and atabrine and then brought 
him to the hospital.

FATAL ACCIDENT 


A York county 
coroner’* 
Jury 
heard testimony from state police 
and from seven of the occupant* 
of two automobiles which crashed 
on the Hanover-Cross Keys road 
June 9. resulting in* the death* of 
Charles Leroy Lawson. 17. and Paul 
Leroy Erb. 16. both of Hanover, and 
exonerated the drivers of both ve- 
hieies from all blame for- tha death *, 
at an Inquest at Hanover Tuesday 
night. 
Tile automobile driven by Lewis R. 
Brelghner. 23. McSherrystown, which 
collided almos. head-on with a car 
operated by Allen T. Laughman, 16. 
Hanover R. I. was admittedly on 
the wrong side of the highway, but 
Brelghner testified th at he lost con­ 
trol of the steering mechanism Just 
before the accident, and w-as un­ 
able to avoid tile Loughman car. in 
which Lawson and Erb were riding. 
The latter two died in tile Hanover 
hospital a short time after being 
taken there. 
Losses Control of Car 
Brelghner testified that he was 
driving a party of five New Oxford 
young women home from a dance 
at Taneytown. He said his car start­ 
ed for the left side of the road, 
and th at when he attem pted 
to 
turn his steering wheel to bring 
the car back to live right side. the 
front w'heels refused 
to respond. 
"Tile steering wheel kept turning, 
but the wheels w ouldnt turn," he 
said. 
Laughman, driver of the other

cause. he said, the union had be­ 
come '‘Communistic controlled.*’ 
Threaten New Union 
Bucher claims to represent 48 lo­ 
cals with a m em bership of 23.400. 
or more than half the union’s 42.- 
000 members. 
He and 
six other 
UFWA leaders were designated to 
see M urray in an effort to form "a 
furniture workers organization in ­ 
dependent of all totalitarian groups 
Including the Com m unist party and 
its affiliates.” 
"We want to rem ain in tile CIO 
and we’ll take every appeal we can 
to th a t organization,” Bucher told 
a reporter on an earlier visit here. 
' However, as a last resort, if we 
are not allowed to throw off the 
yoke of Communism, w ell leave the 
CIO and form an Independent o r­ 
ganization of American Furniture 
1 W orkers.” 
M urray himself raised the issue 
of Communism w ithin th e CIO by 
sponsoring

adopted by the big CIO Sfceelwork- 
jers’ Union at A tlantic City last May.
